Virginia Beach resident 
Vivian Hitchcock has a 
belief.

"When I see a group 
of city officials, or 
anyone, not leveling with 
the public," Hitchcock 
said, "it infuriates me! I 
believe in honesty; and 
nine out of ten times 
when something happens 
that hits me wrong, there 
is usually something 
amiss." 

Hitchcock, a Med- 
ford, Mass., native and 
15 year Beach resident, 
currently has Virignia 
Beach City council an- 
swering questions con- 
cerning why the public 
advertising for this 
week's water and sewer 
bond referendum was 
paid for with taxpayers 
money; and how the ad- 
vertising agency which 
handles the campaign 
got the nod without bids 
being sought from other 
local agencies. Com- 
municating through local 
General Assembly 
Delegate Owen B. 
Pickett, Hitchcock has 
asked State Attorney 
General Marshall Cole- 
man to determine if the 
city has done anything 
illegally. His answer is 
pending. 

Last Summer, Hitch- 
cock also questioned 
council actions afteri 
conducted private, 
closed door discussions 
during the election of 
Mayor J. Henry McCoy, 
Jr. Coleman was asked 
then for a decision of the 
legality of council ac- 
tions. He gave council a 
clean bill of health. 

Hitchcock ffomiiiig image 

Lately, Hitchcock has 
assumed the image of 
Virginia Beach city 
council's most vocal 
critic. Not that there 
hasn't been others, who 
have cried wolf, but Hit- 
chcock doesn't usually 
cry it iinkss she sees one.

Atkinson recei^s$l ,000 in funds

Qriimitif sheepishly, Yts%mai ieieK Gky lYeisurer 
plumked a manila envelop oo the taUe in the Oty 
CouiKdl conference room. 

Hiere's $1,C00 in small contribittions fr<xn aU over 
the state and even North Ckralma, he said, mor^ thim 
the apprcBdmately $716 interest he had io pay on m k>an 
he made to save the dty money. 

He appeared before Council at the informal session 
Monday afternoon at the invitation of Goundlwoman 
■Meyera Obemdorf and asked Council to appoint two 
Council members with whom he could work to see that 
the situation that led to the loan never comes up again. 
He said that it was a two-to>three-million-to-one-shot 
that it would. 

He also wants Council to loosen the restraints on how 
he invests the city's money - legally, he said "Hiesday, 
because he did not want to become embroiled in 
another controversial issue. 

Atkinson recently borrowed $75,000 to help cover a 
large school system obligation to avoid cashing in a $1 
million municipal certifioUe of deposit. His unilateral, 
if not legal, action saved the city more than $13,000 in 
interest, he said. However, on Monday he said, "What 
I did wasn't right." 

TIm law requires Qty Council approval of short term 
loans and has strict guidelines governing even those. 

Apparently hundreds of people thought what 
•Atkinson did was right, however, as they resppndN 
with $1, $2 and $5 donations to cover the iiiterest 
payment for which Atkinson was liable on die $72k),000 
loan. 

Gty CouncU is not permitted to approve a loan 
retroactively nor is it legal for Council to pay the 
interest on what b considered an illegal loan.A^ a 
result Atkinson was stuck with the interest to pay. 

Monday afternoon he related to Councfl the sequence . 
of events. He also requested the appointment cS a 
Council committee of two to see that the same problem 
does not so come up again and to study^ore flexible 
ways of mvesting the city's money. w 

He explained later he would like to have stockbrokers 
added to the list of depositories for the city's money. At 
present he is limited to dealing with banks who in turn 
deal with stockbrokers. For certain transactions 
Atkinson said he wouUI like to deal directly with the 
stockborjier, eliminating the middfeman and his fee. 

"I woi^ like to have every (stock) company doing 
business in ^inia Beach on the list," he said. He said 
thiU he would like enough couhmuucs to guarantee 
some competition, "(jood money management depends 
on free compeUdon in the money market." 

"I would like to discuss the legalities (^ what I would 
like to do." He said he had spcAcen to an individual 
Council member about his proposak previously, but 
had never made a request of the full council before 
Monday, he said. > ■ * < . • , .

Virginia Beach Qty Council has chosen a moderate 
course to pursue toward solving the area's water 
problems in hopes that a less drastic change would 
have a better chance of being enacted during the 1982 
session of the General Assembly. 

A resolution ad(H}td Mcmday afternoon by Ccwincil 

supports the modification of the riparian doctrine and 

ts application including adoption of harmless use 

legislation and the clarification of a lawful diversion of 

water. 

The recommendation is one of three alternatives 
recommendd by the State Water Study Commission. 

Of the others, one offers no significant changes to the 
present state law and the other would completely 
replace the present riparian doctrine and would make 
all waters in Virginia the property of the state to be 
distributed by state officials for the most beneficial use. 

The alternative selected calls for the modification of 
the riparian doctrine and its application including 
adoption of harmless use legislation and the clarifica- 
tion of a law fill diversion of water. 

Oty manager George L Hanbury remarked that the 
new water code would be the best long-term sdution 
but may be too drastic a change to get through'the short 
1981 General Assembly. 

The resolution also requests the commission to 
continue to ftirther develop and refine the new code so 
that it may be enacted during the 1982 General 
Assembly session.

G'M names move slowly 
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Peoples' last names show voting trends?

As I stood in the A 
through F line at the Mt. 
Trashmore voting polls 
last Tuesday I had plenty 
of time to contemplate 
the choices in this Presi- 
dential election. 

I was, however, 
unable to concentrate on 
any of the Republican, 
Democratic, or Indepen- 
dent contenders. The 
focus of my attention 
was on the unusual 
movement of the lines of 
voters. 

Roped off 

The polling officials 
had us roped off into 
three lines. One was 
made up of voters whose 
last names began with 
the letters A through F. 
Another was for those 
with names beginning 
with G through M, and 
^he final one was reser- 
ved for those with names 
beginning with N 
through Z. 

E«;h line had it*s own

particular, and peculiar, 
pattern of movement. 

A-F was the fastest 
moving line. Obviously 
the people in that queue 
had already made up 

their minds long before 
November 4 and they 
were able to step in and 
vote quickly with no 
reservations. In my own 
••Exit Poll" I found that 
the bulk of John Ander- 
son's Beach support was 
in this first line. I also 
discovered that the Die- 
hard Carter and Reagan 
supporters were in this 
line as well. 

Hardly moved 

G-M hardly moved at 
all. In the entire hour 
that I stood in line, I 
only saw about a dozen 
people emerge from the 
G-M booth. My exit poll 
showed that these voters 

were the "thinkers" of 
the electorate. As they 
st<K)d in line they were 



saying "I think Carter is 
okay." As they stood in 
the booth they said, •*! 
think maybe Reagan 
could do a better job", 
and. as they walked away 
after voting they were 
heard" to say, "1 think I 
voted for the right one." 

Certainly not all 
Virginia Beach voters 
with last names begin- 
ning with G-M acted this 
way, but enough of them 
did to make the line 
move so slowly. 

Last, but not least, the 
N-Z line. This was the 
jackrabbit line. It would 
move very fast for a 
while and then suddenly 
stop. Then it would pick 
up again, then stop 
again. 

Exit polling showed 
that this was the group 
whfich all the pollsters 
had predicted would 
decide the race to the 
White House. 

These were the folks 
who, as predicted, step- 
ped into the booths, 



pulled a Su.san B. An- 
thony dollar from their 
pockets, flipped it and 
called, "heads or tails." 
But what accounted 
for the quick starts and 
stops of this line? 

One flip not enough 

My exit poll indicated 
that for a great many of 
these voters, one flip of 
the coin was not enough. 
About half of them 
decided to make it, "two 



out of three." This ob-. 
viously occurcd becau.se, 
upon flipping the S.B.A. 
dollar, many voters 
realized it was only wor- 
th about 35 cents. This 
lead them to the con- 
clusion that such an im- 
portant decision could 
not be left up (o one flip 
of the coin. So they 
made it two!

Council looks at water issue eye to eye

By Dec. 31. 1^1, the 
dty of Virginia Beach ex- 
pects to have four water 
treatment plants in 
operation producing 10 
million gallons of wato- a 
day, approximatdy half 
of the city's normal usage 
of 20-21 million gallons a 
day. 

Voter aniroval on Nov. 
4 of the $46 million water 
and sewer bond issue will 
make avallaUe $10 million 
for the exploration of 
fresh poumlwater sup- 
plies and the construction 
of treatm»t plants which 
will make Virignia Beach 
at least partially indepoi- 
dent of ourside water 
sources. 

City manager George L. 
Hanbury said that the 
threc-to-onc vote in favor 

of the bond issue indicates 
that the puWk wisl^s us 
to proceed due haste with 
water devdopment. The 
first of the four plants 
should be in operation by 
next July and the other 
three by Dec. 31, 1989, he 
said. 



The firm of Betz- 
Converse-Murdoch, Inc. 
(BCM) has been employed 
to design and construct 
the four fresh ground 
water wellfields and 
associated treatment plan- 
ts. BCM has engaged the 
firm of Converse, Ward 
I^vis Dixon (CWDD) for 
site selection and ground- 
i watertesting. 

PubUc Utmties directs 
Aubrey Watts sakl that « 
series of wells will 8upp<m 
each i^ant similar to the 
Beach system at Ponroke 
where the water treatment 
idant has a series of 20 
weUs which produce 
300,000 gallons of wat^ a 
day. 

Water from the new 
plants will £ost 80 to 85 
cents per 1000 gallons in- 
cluding operating expen- 
ses and debt retirement. 
Because of the lower price 
of water pnichased from 
Norfolk (approximately 
64 crats par 1000 gallons). 
Watts said that the city 
would utilize Norfolk 
water as much as possible. 
The cost per 1000 gallons 
of wato- at the Ponbroke 
plant is 32 cents per 1000 
gallons. 



With higher production 
costs, he said, it is logical 
that the price charged 
Beach customers would 
have to be increased. 

Hanbury said BCM 
specializes in water and 
waste water en^neering, 
has ^ght offices covering 
the eastern seaboard and 
employs over 500 scien- 
tists, engineers, planners 
and technicians. The 
company has worked for 
niinicipalities in the 
Virginia Maryland-West 
Virginia areas. Its 
pc^raac Group is located 
in Vienna. BCM has an 
Environmental Protection 
Agency certified analytical 
laboratory. 

CWDD, a New Jersey 
based firm, is a nationally 
prominent, geotechnical 
consulting firm with ex- 
tensive experience in 
Virginia, Maryland and 
New Jersey, according to 
Hanbury. The firm has 
200 emptoyees with offices 
in nine U.S. cities. 

Watts said that the city 
wants to reach the point 
where the water drawn is 
no greater than the 
recharge from the service 
and expects that the plants

authority ta.sell the bonds 
to flnance the projects. 

Hanbury noted, *'I 
think we'll be in a much 
better position next year 
than this year." 

He also announced that

Help children: Pay teachers 



Dear Editor: 

Allow me to take this opportunity to share with you 
informaticxi concerning the monetary distribution to the 
Public School System in Virginia Beach. 

I was shocked to learn that the Starting salary for 
teachers in 1979 and '80 was $9,650. This is at a level 
just above poverty. If the salary had kept pace with 
inflation since 1974 it would have been $11,271. 
However a teacher who started teaching in 1974 has 
lost $3,523 to inflation as of last year. 

When you consider the fact that a school teacher is a 
professional person same as doctors, lawyers, etc., yet 
there is no comparison in salary. When you take into 
account that unskilled labor, such as men and women 
on bread and doughnut trucks, laborers in ship yards, 
etc., Tiake up to $13,500 annually with very little 
education requirements. And then consider what a 
school teacher is required to invest in education. 
Compare the salary with the investment and ask

yourself if it is worth it. 

I have been reminded that teachers only work nine 
months a year. But cmly those people close to them arc 
aware of the hours of paper work and preparation at 
home, in addition to the day's work at school. The 
non-begrudging sacrifices that are ever before then the 
thrill they get when they sec the frvits of their labor in 
later years. 

One hundred per cent ci all successful people can 
contribute their success to their ability to learn and to 
the teachers that taught them. In closing, I humbly 
plead with the citizens of Virginia Beach to contact your 
City Council Representatives; Mr. E. E. Brickell. and 
the School Board Members, encourage them to sulmiit 
a budget that would inclucte a substantial increase in 
salary for our school teachers. 

Look at your children and think (^ their future, ask 
yourself are they worth it.

"Even though I've 
been playing in Virginia 
Beach for years now," it 
hasn't been until within 
ihe last six months that 
my bookings Jiave come 
in steadily, and I have 
been able to meet my 
monthly bills without 
worrying." 

For a musical artist to 
excel in his work, he 
must continually strive 
for artistic, creative, and 
emotional energy. His 
life, lifestyle, and at- 
titude must also be in 
tune before his guitar 
and voice can. 

"I have to keep setting 
higher goals for myself," 
Zagami said, "including 
reaching new plateaus in 



my music and in my 
mind. 

"But a performer 
must also take time to 
himself, not only to keep 
in touch with one's own 
senses and emotions, but 
also to evaluate your 
music; to make sure that 
you're getting the most 
out of the songs, and 
that you're putting your 
heart into them." 

Zagami, who learned 
to play guitar by wat- 
ching his two older 
brothers, is looking for- 
ward to the day when he 
sees his name on a record 
label. 

"1 have to keep 
working harder, and 
harder," Zagami said, 
"if I want my music to 
be popular, and enjoyed 
by many listeners. 

"I have to smooth out 
my song writing ability, 
and I want a little more 
acknowledgement as a 
musician and a 
songwriter. 

"I hope that someone 
will eventually record 
one of my songs, or that 
I will be afforded the 
opportunity to record 
either one of mine or 
someone elses'."

Zagami, a two year 
Beach resident with a 
college degree in 
marketing and 

distributive education, 
said the difference bet- 
ween performing at the 
Beach during the Sum- 
mer and during the Win- 
ter is as different as hot 
and cold. 

"In the Summer," he 
said, "the crowds are 
more of tourists than 
locals. They don't know 
who you are, and it's a 
hit and miss situation in 
terms of being well 
received by the audience.

clubs more intimate. 
Beach residents who ven- 
ture out on a cold night 
usually have a 
destination; and if it's to 
come see me play, I, and 
the audience usually 
have an extra good time 
because they're already 
familiar with my 
music." 

Zagami said his career 
took a turn for the better 
at the Beach after he 
started handing out 
brocheurs and demon- 
stration tapes to local 
motel owners and in- 
nkeepers. 

"It really helps to get 
jobs when you have 
something you can leave 
for a perspective em- 
ployer to listen to," 
Zagami explained. " 

"Most people who 
hire musicians get plenty 
of solitications all year 
long; but if you're good, 
you'll get booked if they 
have some open dates. 

"The only bad thing 
about playing music in 
Virginia Beach is that 
there is no specific 
listeners for the specific 
types of music -being 
played. 



"In New York, people 
go to a particular club 
just to hear a certain type 
of music. There's not 
that kind of following 
around here, and it's 
hard trying to sing all the 
different types of music 
that people want. I 
imagine this problem has 
to do with the city's tran- 
sient residents. " . 

He wouldn't change 

Zagami, who was born 
in Brooklyn and raised in 
Carmal, said that even 
though a Beach musician 
sleeps most of the day 
and stays up most of the 
night, he doesn't think 
he could have it any 
other way. 

"Unless something en- 
tirely unforseen hap- 
pens," he said, "I don't 
plan to stop playing 
music to take a 9 a.m. to 
5 p.m. job. I wouldn't 
come home then from a 
day's work and feel good 
about it. 

"On the other hand, 
when I come home from 
a hard night's work at 
one of the Beach clubs, I 
feel great!"

Virginia Beach Qty Council has called for a joint 
meeting with the Planning Commission to consider the 
establishment of building height restrictions in 
navigable air space in the dty. 

Although a joint meeting of Council and the Plaiming 
Commission is not unprecedented, it is unusual. 
Attorney Oover Wright Monday afternoon charged, 
"All you're attempting to do is beat my client to the site 
plan review." 

Wright's client is E. S. Garcia and Associates who 
proposes to build a 335-foot high hotel/condominium 
complex adjacent to the Pavilion. 

The structure, located within the Oceana airport 
control zone adjacent to the final approach course to 
Runway 23, would be too high, according to the Navy. 
"If the proposed structure happens to be built," said 
Capt. R. W. Jewell, commanding officer. Naval Air 
Station, Oceana, "jt will jec^ardize the future of the Air 
Station at Oceana." 

The building, which would be the tallest in Virginia, 
would be twice as tall as the Portsmouth Naval 
Hospital, Jewell said, half again as high as the Oceans 
condominium and right in the path of the main flight 
pattern. "If one building goes up in the zone it would 
be too late," he said. 

The city's Comprehensive Zoning Ordinance places 
no maximum height limitation in the C-1 Conservation 
District where the hotel is proposed. Another section of 
the Code states, however, that "height regulations 
governing construction in navigable air space shall be 
governed by the Federal Aviation Regulations, Part 77. 

A Federal Aviation Administration report on the 
construction finds that the proposed construction would 
exceed FAA obstruction standards and further aero- 
natutical study is necessary to determine whether it 
would be a hazard to air navigation. 

If the proposed structure were reduced in height to 
not exceed 155 feet above ground level (170 feet above 
sea level), according to the report, it would not exceed 
Part 77 obstruction standards of the Federal aviation 

regulations. 

With the 170-foot figure in mind. Councilman Donald 
Merrick had an ordinance prepared stating that within 
the C-1 Arts and Conference District, no portion of any 
building or other structure shall exceed a height of 170 
feet above mean sea level. 

The ordinance was not considered M(aiday. Instead, 
Merrick prqxjsed the jdnt session and modified his 
proposal to include areas other than the Conservation 
District which is peculiar to the area around the Arts 
and Conference Center. The meeting was approved by 
a vote of 8-3, and will be held "as soon as possible" 
after advertising two weeks prior to a public hearing 
which will be held at the same time. Tlie earliest date 
mentioned for the session was Dec. 1. Voting against 
the jdnt session were Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr. and 
Councilmen John A. Baum and Qarence A. Holland. 

Wright said, "It's obvious what the purpose is. ...Mr. 
Merrick is not foiling anybody. If you really want to do 
it properly, study the Comprehensive Zoning Ordi- 
nance (CZO). You don't want to make it look like you're 
doing it for one (district). There are no height 
regulations in B-2 Business.... B-3 Business.... H-1 

Hotel District 

Although the Navy wants industrial zoning around 
Oceana, he said, there are no height restrictions in 
industrial zones. "To say there is cme little hiatus that 
you want to correct now... Study the entire ordinance 
just the way he's (Merrick's) doing this was the reason 
for all the bad plans in Fairfax". He said that zoning 
decisions involving one particular operation - a 
restaurant, Medical Structures and Cities Services— m 
Fairfax lost out in court. 



"Don't be stampeded into making bad laws just 
because one Council member wants publicity. You 
don't have any ordinance measured by sea level...' 

Councilman Reid Ervin, said "Maybe we should." 

Wright said that the hotel could be built at Indepence 
and Virginia Beach Boulevards or right ifi the middle of 
Lynnhaven Mall merely with site plan approval and a 
building permit. "Where was the Navy when all these 
(»'dinan(%s were passed in the C-1 district. 

He said the ordinance states, "There shall be no 
height restriction." If you want to do a 180.... Hard 
cases make bad laws. All yoi're attempting to do is 
beat my client to a site plan review. I guarantee he (city 
attorney Dale Bimsoi) did not recommend a jdnt 
meeting." 

Merrick said that BimscHi had infc^-med him that it 
had been d(Hie before. 

Councilman Reid Ervin said he did noi know the 
circumstances surrounding hearings on C-1, an overlay 
zoning designation designed to give the city some 
control over the develcpment around the Pavilion. He 
said he could not see how Council reviewed the 
classification without imposing height restrictions.

. Councilwoman Barbara Henley said she was inclined 
to agree with a lot of what Mr. Wright said. She asked 
whether Council at its jdnt meeting with the Planning 
Commission, could consider the need for general height 
restrictions instead (rf limiting the discussion to C-L 
district. 

Captain Jewell explained that he had asked the city 
tc modify its ordinance to restrict heights that would be 
compatible with the Air Impact Compatible Use Zone 
(AICUZ) criteria. 

Jewell said that the FAA's initial acknowledgement 
of inquiries cm the building is that it exceeds FAA 
obstructicm standards and that further study is needed 
to see if it wcxild be a hazard to air navigation. 

Qty attorney Dale Bimscxi said that he would have to 
study the FAA report before he could make any 
statement. 

Bimson did say that when the ordinances were 
prepared by the planners they used Federal height 
regulations for overall regulaticHis. He also cautioned 
that approval by the Manning Department of the hotel 
plan cannot be reasonably withheld. 

Merrick agreed that all districts, not only the C-1 
district, should be covered at the jdnt meeting. 

Ervin pointed (Hit that regardless of what is in the 
ordinances, the Council has the responsibility to protect 
the health, welfare and safety of the people. 

Vice MaycM- Harold Heischober said he disagreed 
with Wright. "We're not legislating anything. We're 
just setting up the machinery fcM^ two weeks from now." 
Council owes the community health, safety and 
Welfare." 

According to a letter from Jewell, the building would 
adversely affect about 30,000 aircraft that land on 
Runway 23 at Oceana and about 16,500 aircraft that 
depart ot Runway 5 fi"om Oceana. Most significantly, 
approximately 23,000 times a year, landing aircraft in 
one flight pattern would fly in extremely close 
proximity of ot directly over the h<Hel. He also said the 
ndse level wcxild annoy occupants . 

Althaigh, he said that he was sure the FAA will 
determine the building will be a hazard to air 



navigati(m, FAA acts in an advisory capacity and does 
not have the auth(X'ity to restrict the height of buildings 
in airport control z(»ies. Therefore, unless the city takes 
somt acti(Mi, the Garcia Corpdation will be able to 
proceed with the structure.

There is no way Virginia Beach can meet its total 
water needs independently, not in the forseeable 
future. Any plan which assures the city an adequate 
water supply has to rely on scnne form of regional 
cooperation. 

Virginia Beach g(X to the watering though too late. 
Public Utilities director Aubrey V. Watts tdd Qty 
Council at a briefing Monday, that any water close to 
Virginia Beach "has already been developed and taken 
up." The city has to look westward for water, he said 
"We have no topography (in Virginia Beach) to work 
with." 

Even so. Watts was optimistic. He laid before 
Council a plan for a system of wells and impoundments 
which would feed water into lines interconnecting most 
of the eight cities in the southeastern region. "We 
would be building the eastern portion of a regional 
system," he said. 

Virginia Beach would be the major consumer, of. 
course, and places like Suffolk, isle of Wight, 
Southampton CcMinty and Smithfield would be amcHig 
the providers. But the benefits would accrue to all. 
Watts said that the treatment plants should be built 
close to the source so that people along the lines can tap 
on. 

This would offer the opportunity for economic 
develq^ment in all communities. 

Watts presented his plan as "my ideas," and not 
Qty Manager GecM'ge L Hanbury's. Among them: 

•Utilize monitoring of production ' lines from the 
Nottaway River to the Norfolk system to determine the 
impact on private wells for future reference. Since 
these lines are not used from the middle of June 
through September, he said, the system of wells could 
be develq>ed to feed into the lines. 

•Suffolk's water mains shcHild be interccmnected to 
Portsmouth's and Qiesapeake's. 

•If Chesapeake pyts in a larger line than a 24-inch 
line prq^osed, it could be interconnected to Virginia 
Beach at the Lands town Station. 

•An impcxindment at Smithfield with interccxinecting 
lines, would provide recreation, jobs, economic 
development and a water system {<x Smithfield. 

Watts said that a large project, such as impround- 
ment of Lake Gaston, would place a tremendous cost on 
water customers. TTierefore, the region should start out 
with small projects much as the Hampton Roads 
Sanitation District did at first when it took over several 
smaller plants. 

The briefing look place in Watts' bailiwick, in the 
Public Utilities Conference room. The walls were 
covered wjth maps showing all proposed and existing 
water lines and sources in ScHitheastern Virginia. The 
floor on one side of the room was lined with 
approximately 24 water studies-and there are mcM^e, 
Watts said. In his office nextdoor, Watts has a small 
vdume that gives him courage-Z>e aquis urbis Romae 
by Sextus lulius Frontinus, (A.D. 40-103) a history and. 
description of the water supply of RcMne. Frcwttinus was 
superintendent of the aqueducts. They had their 
problems, too. 

Qmcerning progress cxi wells to supply supplemental 
sources of water, Watts said that the examinaticxi of the 
819 freshwater well sites which are expected to serve 
four treatm'ent plants are proceeding. (>ie of the wells 
at the military pr(H)erty in Driver has been sunk 1000 
feet by the City of hforfdk and casing is being set.

Studies have been made of all potential impound- 
ments. None of them may be feasible, he said, but the 
most promising are at Innes Pond and Carvel Creek. 
Other impoundments included are Stumpy Lake which 
could yield six million gallons a day (MOD), Northwest 
River, with a capability up to 12 to 15 MOD and with 
improvements up to 20 MGD, Chuckatuck Creek in the 
Suffolk system, Summerton, Black Swamp (Blackwater 
River) for 18 to 16 MGD, Blackwater, Zuni and Seacock 
for a total of 34 MGD) and others. 

Champion Swamp in Isle of Wight got high points 
because it was on the James River Basin and not the 
Chowan and would therefore avoid an interstate 
controversy. All the other impouridments would involve 
interstate cooperation. 

Councilman Reid Ervin said that impoundments 
might not be available for a regional system because of 
local juris iction over the water. 

Hanbury said that the Southeastern Planning System 
Authority has selected the Blackwater and Nottaway 
Rivers and Lake Gaston. Any of the systems look 
impossible, he said, without strong state intervention. 

Watts said that legally the regional way is preferable. 
' The SPSA was established by the General Assembly, 
has authority to issue bonds, has the right to 
condemnation, is not subject to the same state laws 
and, as a tradeoff to North Carolina, can sell finished 
water to Moyock. 

Watts said it was necessary to get the opinions from 
the State Attorney General on interbasin transfer of 
water and a determiniati(»i of the ownership of ground- 
water. If the water is owned by the locality, Virginia 
Beach or the region will have to deal with the locality; if 
it is owned by the state, the Water control Board will be 
the negotiating agent. 

Ervin said that an opinion is not enough, that the 
matter will have to be settled in court. 

City attorney Dale Bimson said that Norfolk now has 
a suit against Suffolk in Federal District Court based on 
anti-trust laws. 

Watts is also optimistic about the Technical 
Qmimittee fwrned by SPSA which has sdicitied imput 
fr(»n all the jurisdicticxis. 

Ervin wanted to knwo what wcHild happen if salt 
water invaded the aquifers at the level of the Beach 
wells. 

Watts said that an evaluation of pumping at 
Pembroke during its 2Q-year (^ration shows that there 
has been no detriment to the water supply. He said that 
it was important not to exceed the equilibruim of the 
well, to pump half of what the wells suppcxTt. 

The four wells are expected to furnish 10 MGD a by 
next December. Virginia Beach Cbmsumption will be 
more than twice that. 

Councilman Clarence A. Holland said back in 1970 
when he was first on Cbuncil, SPSA was talking about 
one water source. 

He said he opposed the contract with Norfolk, hoping 
that it would force the issue for a regional plan. "I need 
a feeling what is the most economic way for a source or 
treatment. If we should be in Norfolk, that's where I 
want to stand." 

Watss said the city will have to continue using the 
mains it has helped pay (or. 

He said that support for regional systems will 
eventually have to copie from Norfolk and Portsmouth, 
too. He said there is a realization in PcMtsmouth now 
there that it has serious problems which it didn't think 
wcMild be the case three or five years ago. hk»'fdk, 
which thought it could serve all of NcM"folk and Virginia 
Beach, has found oat it can't do that. 

Ervin said that the idea prcmicrted by Robert House, 
former city manager of Chesapeake and Norfolk who is 
now city manager of Suffolk, that no city without its 
own water supply is a city of the first class is (Hitdated. 

Ervin added that with wells and desalting the city will 



be able to supplement its water during a drought so 
that city won't be penalized, but "there is no way we 
can produce all water we need." 

Holland pointed out that Vh-ginia has no "say so on 
how economical the treatment plant (in Norfolk) is 
run." 

Hanbury said, **I agree with Dr. Holland. I feel 
Virginia Beach needs, maybe not its own water system, 

but some say so in the management of the system. We 
will have spent 24 million on the (norfolk) contract. 
There is no guarantee our rates will be decreased." 

A day may come, Ervin said, that Virginia, through 
desalting be reverse osmosis, can draw water from the 
Back Bay to meet all needs. He said the process is 
becoming less expensive. 

Hanbury said that all of Watts' proposals can only 
come to fruition with regional cooperation. 

Hanbury said thaLVirginia Beach has its contract 
with Norfolk until 1993. With its own treatment plants 
and desalting plant, the city will have some rule for 
ftiture development, he said, and "I can see a regional 
system leaving Norfolk and Portsmouth out. Now we 
have to rely on Norfolk. Unfortunately that creates a 
period of limbo." 

Councilwoman Reba McQanan, said, "I don't think 
we can wait. We have to move ahead on all of these 
fronts. Get some of the localities together and make a 
decision." 

Watts said that the Technical committee has not bee 
taking the same approach as in the past of "putting all 
you eggs in one basket." The Committee has had one 
meeting. 

The problem with the alternates. Hanbury said, is 
the lack of firm planning. 

Councihnan John A. Baum added. "We have a week 
state government which hasn't done much." 

Ervin said that "once the city manager makes an 
emotional appeal and the citizens start marchins.*' He 
was referring to the march of the people of Driver in 
Norfolk to protest the sinking of wells in Driver by 
Norfolk. 

"If you preach the philosophy that everyone has to 
have his own water system. Everbpyd's suspicious 
when you say 'share'." 

Watts said that it was significant that the only 
jurisdiction which did not send a representative to the 
Technical committee meeting of SPSA was Suffdk. 



McCoy who met with the Governor John Dalton on 
the water problem recently, said that he would have to 
return with a plan. He said he gathered that Council 
wants to go regional, if not with SPSA, with four cities. 
"We're going to have the biggest need, but we're the 
ones who are going to be beholden to everyone, else." 

Councilman W. H. Kitchin III wanted to knwo what 
the city was going to do for short-term relief. 

Watts said theri's "NOT MUCH WE CAN DO. It's 
possible the Northwest River Treatment Plant in 
Chesapeake can give us a little supply." Wells will give 
s(xne, too. 

But what is the city gdnd to do? persisted Kitchin. 

In reply to one council member who noted that the 
Norfolk supply had imporvied in recent days. Watts 
said that the only reason the supply in the Norfolk 
system is up is because of the increased flow in the 
Nottaway river which permits the pumping of 17 million 
gallons a day. "As soon as they stop pumping the 
Nottaway, the supply will drop." 

The Association with Norfolk apparently wasn't all 
bad. Ervin pointed out, "If we develop our own system 
even as early as 1949," it would have cost prohibitively. 

Holland said that a lot of the Norfolk system was 
developed during World War II with federal money. 
** Instead of having that man on the Confederate 
monument (in Norfolk) they should have a sutue 6f that 
man who developed the Norfdk water system." 

Holland then asked whether Virginia Beach could get 
involved in a fiiendly court suit for legal dehermenta- 
tions. He said he was afraid a court decision might skirt 
the Norfolk suit. 

Bimson said that the city could do it in conjunction 
with Norfolk. "We just want water at the best price as 
we can get it." McCoy said. 

"But what if it doesn't rain." asked Kitchin. 

"The only thing we can do is support Norfolk." 
Hanbury said, with its four welU in Suffolk and its weir. 

And in the long run. the four wells wHl not be 
suffidem. Watts said. He said aU the cheap water has 
been developed. From now on water will be expensive 
and Norfdk can*t afford to lose its biggest customer. 

Development of Lake Gaston as a water source would 
take 20 years. Watts said, and the fastest impoundment 
would take eight years. 

But Watts still has his dream. If Chesapeake. 
Portsmouth, Norfdk, Suffolk, Isle of Wight, Southam- 
pton, Franklin and Virginia Beach or some combination 
of these jurisdictions had interconnecting water lines...

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New Beach ordinance 

Where 
to shoot 
your gun 

The Virginia Beach City 
Council recently approved 
an ordinance expanding 
the areas in the City where 
firearms cannot be 
discharged. The ordinance 
reads as follows: 

"It shall be urilawful to 
discharge aay firearm, 
spring-propelled rifle or 
pistol, air-propelled rifle 
or pistol, from or across 
any land or water North 
or West of the trace of the 
line beginning at the inter- 
section of Elbow Road 
and the Chesapeake- 
Virginia Beach City boun- 
dary line, then NortheastT 
wardly along Elbow Road 
to Salem Road, thence 
Southeastwardly along 
Salem Road to North 
Lundstown Road, thence 
Northeastwardly along 
Landstown Road to Prin- 
cess Anne Road to Oceana 
Boulevard, Ihencc Nor- 
theastwardly along 
Oceana Boulevard to Dam 
Neck Road, thence East- 
wardly along Dam Neck 
Road to its intersection 
with the Atlantic Ocean (a 
copy of a map outlining 
this area is attached); ex- 
cept that this prohibition 
shalj not apply, to 
shotguns discharging 
pellets under the following 
conditions: 




•On land that is fifty 
(50) acres or more of con- 
tiguous area; and, 

•Under one ownership; 
and 

•Used primarily for 
agricultural purposes; 
and, 

•The landowner has 
applied for a* permit from 
the Chief of Police to use 
his property for this pur- 
pose, the permit shall be 
granted by the Chief of 
Police if the applicant 
meets the requirements of 
this Section; and, 

•Any person 

discharging a shotgun as 
set forth above, shall at all 
times, while engaged in 
such activity have in his 
possession written per- 
mission from the lan- 
downer to discharge such 
weapon on the premises.

Beach extension agent answers 
questions about geraniums and 
shrubs from local residents. 

Q: I would like to bring my geraniums in for 
the winter. What should I do? Anna 
HIerholzer; Holland Borough. 

A: You can bring you geraniums in using one of the 
following methods. One, dig them up and place them in 
the crawl space beneath your house. They will survive 
for months in this frost free area. Two, dig them up and 
plant in pots to bring indoors. I recommend cutting 
back the stems to six inches if you use this method. 
Third, take cuttings to root indoors. Once rooted, plant 
in a well drained soil and place in a sunny location. This 
will definitely give you geraniums all wiAler. 

When to prune shrubs 

Q: When do I prune my shrubs? Ms Jill Evans, 
Kempsville Borough. 

A: Fall is not the time to prune unless the plants are 
in your way. 

If the plant material is used for foliage only, prune 
them in late February or early March. If the plants are 
flowering plants (I.E. azaleas), then the time to prune 
depends on when it flowers. For plants that flower bet- 
ween January 31 and May 31, pruning should be done 
as soon as they finish blooming. Examples are 
rhododendrons and dogwoods. For plants that flower 
the remainder of the year, prune them in late February 
or early March. Fruit trees, however, bloom in Spring, 
but are pruned in late February.
